Several Failures on Wall 
Strect, New York. 


Beciine of National Cordage Stock 
Causes the Crash. 


The Calling in of Temporary Loans 
Aggravates Matters. 


Many Rumors of Failures in the. on Ee 
Liquidations on a Wholesale 
Scale—Ameriein Stocks 
Abroad. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
New York, May 4.—[By the Associ- 


| ated Press.] Wall street was startled, 


soon after the opening, by the failure 
of Henry Allen & Co. a house which, 
because of its ramifications in Chicago 
and other Western cities, has com- 
manded a large patronage and exerted 
an important influence in Chicago. 
Almost simultaneously with this an- 
nouncement came the failure of B. L. 
Smith & Co., and later the suspension 
of Schuyler Walmen was made known. 
All three concerns owe their misfor- 
tunes to the remarkable decline in Na- 
tional Cordage stock, on which they 
were heavily ‘‘long’’ for customers who 
failed to respond to calls for additional 
margins. 
NATIONAL CORDAGE. 

The condition of affairs was aggra- 
vated by the calling in of loans by lead- 
ing trustcompanies. Theshifting rates 
of loans incidental tothe tremendous 
shrinkage in values forced these insti- 
tutions to adopt extreme measures. At 
the office of the National Cordage Com- 
pany, Appleton Sturgis, counsel of the 
company, said the raid of the bear ele- 
ment on cordage stock was not war- 
ranted by the condition of the company. 
He said the company has on hand 
earned cash sufficient to pay dividends 
forthe next year, and the dividends 
will be paid. There is said to be abso- 
lutely no truth -in the rumors on the 
Street affecting the’ financial responsi- 
bility of Waterbury, president of the 
company. Healso said that, as far as 
he knows, none of the principal stock- 
holders in the company are speculators. 

The early liquidations were largely 
in Sugar, General Electric and National 
Cordage. Afternoon liquidations broke 
out in new places, more especially in 
railroad stock .As for industrial 
stocks, the more the. decline the 
greater seemed to be the inclination to 
sell. Cordage common, after’ the 
Walden failure, dropped to 22, Gen- 
eral Electric to 85, Cotton Oil to 
BS, Burlington to 85, St. Paul to 
7144, St. Paul preferred to 115, Rock 
Island to 76'4, the losses ranging from 
1 to 2 per cent. just before call loans 
jumped 20 per cent., adding to the 
general demoralization. 

SCENES ON CHANGE. 

The scene on the Exchange was very 
wild. ‘Crowds gathered around the 
trading posts of active stocks, swung 
their arms and _ yelled themselves 
hoarse in attemptsto sell, and brokers 
and messengers ran as if Satan was af- 
ter them. Nobody thought of walk- 


ing, and the’ gravity of the 
situation was accented by _ the 
pale, anxious faces of the strug- 


gling brokers. Three smal failures 
were announced on the Consolidated 
Stock and Petroleum Exchange: F. 
Beardsley, T, Bradford and J. R. Wil- 
son, whose failure to put up margins 
caused the suspension of one of the 
brokerage houses which failed today. 

The selling movement in stocks broke 
out afresh after the delivery hour, and 
the lowest prices of the day were 
touched in numerous instances. Gen- 
eral Electric, National Cordage and 
New England were the greatest suffer- 
ers. They declined to 794s, 18% and 
26}, respectively. The market closed 
feverish and unsettled. 

RUMORS OF FURTHER FAILURES. » 

Throughout the day there were ru- 
mors of other failures impending, and 
the brokers and speculators were kept 
in a state of trepidation and excitement 
by the fear of further calamities. 

The liquidations were on a wholesale 
scale, and intense excitement prevailed 
as the various firms sold for their custom- 
ers, and a perfect avalanche: of stocks 
came upon the market. The drop in 
prices Was unusual, even dyring a panic, 
and denoted the serious straits in which 
The fact 
that London and Paris bought heavily, 
and investors here with ample means 
also took stocks freely, failed to stem 
the downward current. There are 
many rumors that other firms will sus- 
pend tomorrow. 

HENRY CLEWS GIVES GOOD ADVICE. 

Henry Clews voiced the feelings of 
the more conservative Wall street men 
when he said, today: ‘There are times 
that big men’s souls as well as their 
pockets are tried. If the latter are 
well filled, however, together with a 
clear head for opportunities afforded 
for quick movements in the market, it 
would be good policy to buy good stocks 
hereafter on pronounced breaks for 
fair profits, which the succeeding ral- 
lies are sure to bring. It must be re- 
membered that the prices are now 
fully as low on an average as those in 
the Baring panic of 1890, That was 
a world’s panic, whilethis is but a iocal 
one, at any rate, confined within the 
boundaries of our own country. I am 
quite of the opinien that today’s trans- 
actions will eradicate the weak spots, 
and make a stronger bottom for good 
stocks than they"have had for some 
time past. Squalls come ‘periodically, 
and after we get over this,one wé..will 
be exempt from another for several 
Yearstocome. This is the experience 
of the past, and the present upheaval 
wilf not be unlike former ones in that 
respect.”’

A Couple of Reetivers Appointed in New 
Jersey. 

Jersey Cary (N. J.,) May 4.—|By the 
Associated Press.) Chancellor McGill 
tonight appointed George W. Loper and 
E: F.C. Young seceivers for the Na- 
tional Cordage Company. The receiv- 
ers were appointe| on the application 
of counsel ‘for tie cordage company. 
Receiver Loper is treasurer of the com- 
pany, and Young is president of the 
First National Bank of Jersey City. 
The company has about $2,000, 000 in 
bonds and securities to pay off in a few 
days, and it is unable to meet the de- 
mands. The petition for the appoint- 
ment ofthe receivers was made for the 
purpose of protecting the company’s 
property agaimst attachment. The re- 
ceivers will gi¥e $200,000 bonds. 


INSURANCE GOMPANY EMBARRASSED. 


Condition of the State Investment Com- 
pany of San Francisco. 

Sax FRANCISCO, May 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]| ‘The recent rumors as to 
the questionable financial condition of 
the State. Investment and Insurance 
Company of San I'rancisco brought 
forth the statement tonight from L. P. 
Drexler, ong of the stockholders, 
that the c@Mpany’s properties will 
be attached tomorrow by creditors, 
whose claims are expected to aggregate 
about $400,900. it has been known 
for some time that the company was in 
financial trogble, and that it was un- 
able to maintain satisfactory relations 
with the other fire insurance compa- 
nies, with a view to the reinsur- 
ance of its risks. The vaiue of its 
stock has been recently greatly depre- 
ciated, and has in a short time dropped 
from $70 to $30 per share. It was 
free'y offered at that figure this after- 
no pe, but thre were no buyers. Sec- 
retary Cushiag of the company is now 
in the East, is mission being to secure 
financial a‘, but it is evident he has 
met 

President ts at San Rafael, 
and, when seen tonight by a reporter 
of the Examiner, refused to give defi- 


nite information about the affairs 
of the company, but evi- 
dently much distressed and agi- 


tated. He admitted that the com- 
pany was much embarrassed, but 
ye for a favorable outcome of its 
dMiculties.. Stockholder Drexler seems 
also to be a creditor, and wili probably 
be active in attempting to close up its 
affairs. 

The cause of the anticipated failure 
issaid to be expensive competition, 
losses from hazardous risks and the 
withdrawal of public confidence and 
the aid of other insurance organiza- 
tions. The assets of the corporation 
are about $60,000, and consist largely 
of its building on Sansome street.

young man nerved himself fora reply. 
“Havel the privilege of secing my 
mother again’’’ he asked, in faltering 
tones, “before Then came a mo- 
ment of silence that the warden hesi- 
tated to break In—upon. ‘‘Certainly,”’ 
replied the austere, yet kindly, man.

_ Wastinctox, May 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Secretary Gresham re- 
affirmed, today, his statement that he 
sent telegrams to the governors of 
Western States, asking them to take 
precautions against violence to China- 
men when the exclusion act takes 
effect. He did not care to state how 
many or what governors had been 
asked to take action, but said the text 
of the dispatch over his signature that 
was given out for publication by Gov. 
Pennoyer of Oregon is correct. The 
Secretary declined to comment on the 
answer sent him by Gov. Pennoyer, but 
said: ‘‘The telegrams speak for them- 
selves. I sent a perfectly respectful 


message to Gov. Pennoyer, and received } 


in reply the dispatch which has been 
given fo-the press. Representations 
were made to the department that vio- 
lence might be done Chinese subjects 
when the law went into effect, and the 
dispatches were sent as precautionary 
measures. I don't believe there is any 
prospect of trouble, but the dispatches 
were sent, nevertheless, to allay appre- 
hension.’’ 


CLEVELAND'S FEARS. 


The President's Recollection of the Wyo- 
ming Riot. 

Wasninoton, May 4.--[Special.] Sec- 
retary of State Gresham says the main 
reason why the State Department so 
promptly notified Gov. Markham to use 
alllawful means at his command to 
prevent an anti-Chinese riot on Friday 
or Saturday, when the penalties of the 
Geary Exclusion Act go into force, was 
due to President Cleveland’s vivid 
recollection of the awful massacre of 
Chinese at Silver Creek, Wyo., during 
Cleveland's first administration. At 
that time several bundred Chinese were 
slaughtered by--infuriated miners. 
Wyoming had not then been admitted 
to statehood, and it was, therefore, un- 
der the direct jurisdiction of the 
United States: Government. The Chi- 
nese government made a vigorous pro- 
test, and Secretary Bayard willingly | 
conceded that a liberal “indemnity 
should be paid for the murdered China- 
men..._Mr. Cleveland sent a special 
message to Congress, advising a liberal 
indemnity; and an appropriation of 
$100,000 was readily agreed to. 

Information in regard to a threatened 
outbreak reached our Government 
through the Chinese Legation, and the 
Acting Secretary was politely notified 
that the Chinese government would ex- 
pect the Federal authorities to secure 
to all Chinamen in this country the pro- 
tection guaranteed them under existing 
treaties, and that it would hold the 
United States Government responsible 
for any bloodshed or violence that may 
arise in consequence of any anti-Chinese 
riot or demonstration. 

Reference was-made in this connec- 
tion to the promptness with which the 
Chinese government suppresses all 
anti-Christian uprisings in the Chinese 
kingdom. 


WAITING FOR A DECISION. 


Text ofthe Order Suspending the Geary 
Act. 

WaAsHINGTON, May 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] ‘The text of the order 
instructing United States officials not to 
arrest Chinamen who have not regis- 
tered was telegraphed from the Treas- 
ury Department today, and is as fol- 
lows: ® 


TREASURY PARTMENT, 
WASHINGTON (D. C..) May 4. 

‘The time within which the Chinese labor- 
ers are required by the act of May 5, 18092, 
to provide certificates of residence, will ex- 
pire on the 5th day of the present month, 
and it is evident from partial reports made 
to this departinent by collectors of internal 
revenue that in some of the States and 
Territories large numbers of such persons 
have failed or refused to make application, 
as required by the law; but until complete 
reports are received, the names and resi- 
dences of those who have registered and 
procured certificates, and who are, there. 
fore, exempt from arrest, cannot be ofmfi- 
cialljwknown. Collectors of internal reve. 
nue and collectors of customsand ail cus- 
toms officers for the United States, there- 
fore, are instructed to refrain from making 
arrests under the provisions of the sixth 
section of the act approved May 5, 1892, 
entitied actto prohibit the coming of 
Chinese persons into the United States,’ 
until further orders and jastructions from 
this department.

he arrived the man was dead. 

He was immediately removed to the 
morgue, where some letters containing 
several New York Mutyal Life Insurance 
policies were found in bis pocket addressed 
to James S. Hunt, No, 304 Tenth street.

QUICKER THAN ELECTROCUTION. 


How Nineteen Chinese Pitates Were BRe- 
cently Beheaded in Six Minutes. 

Not long ago, on the Chinese coast, 

says a correspondent of the London 

Daily’ Graphic, a foreign vessel, the 


Namoa, was boarded by a band of 
pirates. Having got on board in the 
darkness, they murdered the captain 


and threw him overboard, then secured 
the other officers and passengers, com- 
pletely looted the ship and mapaged to 
get safely away with their booty. The 
matter becoming known,. the Chinese 
authorities at once took steps to @is- 
cover and arrest the marauders, and in 
due course the whole band of nigeteen 
were captured and summarily con- 
demned to be beheaded. The ghastly 
scene of the carrying out of the sen- 
tence took place at Kowloon, near Hong 
Kong. The doomed men were drawn 
up in a line, on their knees, with 
their hands tied behind them, and 
at a distance of about five yards 
from each other. So they awaited the 
executioner’s'swWord. It was suggestive 
of the executioner’s skill, born, no doubt, 
of constant practice. that the whole 
nineteen were beheaded within six min- 
utes. <A bold-looking villain was the 
chief of the gang. He died, as nearly 
all the Chinese do under such circum- 
stances, apparently without the least 
fear. In fact, just before his head 
rolled to the ground he declared aloud, 
defiantly, thatifit were possible for him 
to commit another murder he should nat 
hesitate todoit. Ithappensoften when 
a Chinese criminal is sentenced to be de- 
capitated that his friends supply him 
With a little opium, which, possibly, 
mercifully produces a stupor and ren- 
ders the doomed wretch partially in- 
sensible to his horrible position, The 
final scene is enacted thus: When 
everything is ready the executioner’s 
assistant seizes the long pigtail of the 
condemned man, and at one blow with 
his long. sharp sword his chief sweeps 
the head off.

Motion for a New Trial in the 
Bentley Case, 


The Matter Argued at Length Before 
Judge Smith. 


The Grounds on Which a New Trial 
is Asked. 


Miscondact on the Part of the Jury and 
the Discovery of New Evidence 
Among the Allegations— 

Court. Notes. 


A session of Department One of the 
Superior Court was held last evening, 
with Judge Smith presiding, for the 
purposé of hearing motions and argu- 
ments for a new trial of the Bentley 
murder case. 

There was fot a large crowd in at- 
tendance, but the seats in the court- 
room were nearly all of them occupied. 

Counsel for the defense in asking for 
a new trial asked it on the grounds that 
the jury had received information con- 
cerning the case from sources other 
than the evidence, that there was mis- 
conduct on the part of the attorneys, 
that the Court misdirected the jury, 
that the verdict was contrary to law 
and that it was tontrary to the evi- 
dence besides for other reasons. 

An affidavit of Benley was presented, 
stating that additional evidence could 
now be given which #45 fet known of 
at the time of the trial. 

A diagram of the third floor of the St. 
Elmo Hotel, where the jury staid while 
engaged on the trial, was also sub- 
mitted. 

Counsel for the prosecution presented 
separate affidavits of the twelve jurors, 
each affidavit being in the same 
language as the others. Each juror 
deposed that during the time the jury 
was deliberating uponits verdict, and 
from the time it went toits room until 
it returned tocourt, the jury dii not 
separate, that the jury was constaatiy 
in charge of the deputy sheriff, and 
that no person communicated with de- 
ponent in such a manner as to influence 
his mind. The affidavit of Deputy 
Sheriff’ Younken was also shown, con- 
taining for the most part the same 
statements. 

Mr. Anderson, Sr., then proceeded 
with the argument for granting a new 
trial, the burden of which was that the 
symptoms under which Mrs. Bentley 
died were such asthose from which 
she might have been supposed to have 
died as a result of uremic poisoning. 

Mr. Anderson, Jr., also spoke on the 
subject. Mr. Denis, in speaking on 
the question, called attention to a score 
orso of particulars in which this case 
was the same as inthe famous Dr. Bu- 
chanan case tried at the same time in 
Recorder Smythe’s courtin New York 
City. 

District Attorney Dillon cited a num- 
ber of authorities in argument that 
there were no reasonable grounds for 
the granting of a new trial. 

Mr. Goodrich spoke at some length, 
touching upon many of the details of 
the case. Among other things he urged 
the fallacy of the idea of comparing 
this case with the famous Dr. Buchanan 
trial, 

The Judge then stated that he would 
take the matter under ddvisement, 
after which court adjourned. 

SUSTAINED THE DEMURRER. 

Judge Van Dyke yesterday morning 
sustained the demurrer to the complaint 
in the damage suit of Emma I. Harvey 
vs, the Los Angeles Consolidated Elec- 
tric Railway Company et al., for the 
reasons set forth in the followifiig brief 
opinion rendered therein: 

This is an action for damages, arising 
from personal injuries to plaintiff while 
riding in one of the horse cars operated by 
defendant. Trask, as receiver of the Pacific 
Railway Company, Thecomplaint charges 
negligence on the part of the employés, 
both of the horse car and electric car, 
causing the collision from which the in- 
juries resulted. 

It is held that an action for damages can- 
not be maintained against several de- 
fendants jointly, when each acts inde- 
pendently of the others, and there is no 
consent or unity of design between them. 
(Hulsman vs. Todd, 96 Cal., 232.) 

There is no concert or unity of design 
shown in this case between the two com- 
panies, or their officers and employés. 

The demurrer for misjoinder must there. 
for be sustained. 

THE MURRAY-CLEMENT CASE. 

In Department One of the Superior 
Court yesterday the case against Lena 
Murray and C. H. Clement, charged 
with grand larceny, came on for trial 
before Judge McKinlev and a jury. 
District Attorney Dillon and Deputy 
Conkling appeared on behalf of the 
State to prosecute the case, while the 
defendant wasrepresented by W. T. 
Williams, Esq. 

The jurors selected to try the case 
were: J. H. Betsworth, A. K. Coward, 
S. P. Chamberlain, F. Colby, B. J. 
Davis, W. Dryden, A. E. Gless, E. F.

Men Without a Country, 

The easy-going American laws regard- 
ing citizenship at home and abroad 
have developed a class of people in 
Europe who masquerade as Americans 
for personal convenience and advantage, 
but who are foreigners in every essen- 
tial. This knowledge has been brought 
out through a more rigid regulation 
concerning the issuance of passports by 
American consuls institutea by Mr. 
Blaine when he was Secretary of State. 
He directed that passports should be 
reissued to Americans permanently re- 


siding abroad only when thev declared 
Tre fight against the lieu-land grab | 


their intention of returning to this 
country to reside. As a result of such 
instructions some interesting facts have 
been brought to light at Vienna, where 
Rudolph G. W. Lippett is found to have 
been having his passport renewed peri- 
odically, though, save for two brief 
visits, he never was in America at all. 
He was born in Vienna of American pa- 
rents, temporarily residing there, which, 
under the provisions of international 
made him an American citizen. 
This citizenship relieved him of the 
onerous obligation of military service, 
as he now seeks to have Lis two sons, 
born in Vienna, relieved, whose names 
are registered at the American consul- 
ate. This cute gentleman seeks to en- 
joy all the benefits of citizenship with- 
out sharing any ofa citizen’s responsi- 
bility. Mr. Lippett’s application for a 
passport has been denied until he can 
develop a definite intention of coming 
to America for a permanent home. 
Several similar cases have recently de- 
veloped in London. 

These deadheads upon American cit- 
izenship have been able to shirk the 
responsibilities tothe government un- 
der which they live, and at the same 
time pay no allegiance tothe govern- 
ment whose protection they claim. 
When we understand that the protec- 
tion thus fraudulently invoked was lia- 
ble to involve the United States in an 
international dispute at any time, and 
might even lead to hostilities, we can 
appreciate the enormity of the imposi- 
tion, It is well to put a stop to the 
vicious practice in.a summary Way. 
Indeed, there is a certain class of Amer- 
icans, like William Waldorf Astor, who 
choose the monarchial institutions of 
the old world in preference to Amer- 
ican republicanism, that ought to be.ex- 
patriated as soon as possible. It is an 
insult to the Nation to have them pos- 
ing as American citizens, and securing 
the protection of this Government, 
while doing all in their power 
to discredit contemn_ the 
land of their birth, They ought 
to be compelled to become sub- 
jects of a monarchial form of gov- 
ernment, which they affect-so much 
toadmire and pay their full share of 
tribute to royalty. If it were possible, 
there should also be levied a heavy ex- 
cise tax on the revenues which they 
draw ‘from this country. They have 
sold their birthright for aWfess of pot- 
tage to be doled out to them by the old 
world aristocracy, and they are not 
worthy in any sense to enjoy their native 
privileges or immunities. {f they—do 
not chose to become subjects of a 
fSreign nation, then they should be left 
out entirely and recognized simply as 
men without a country, 


Living, to forfeit fair renown, 
And, doubly dying, to go down 

To the vile earth from which they sprung, 
Unwept, unhonored and unsung. 


A «Construction’’ of the Constitu- 
tion. 

Some of the old-line Democrats who, 
like Justice Field, seize every opportun- 
ity to work off their ante-bellum States 
rights ideas, will be greatly interested 
in an argument recently made by Judge 
Fenner, of the Louisiana Supreme 
Court, on the subject of secession. 
Judge Fenner is an ex-Confederate, and 
he exemplifies one of the Democratic 
characteristics of never forgetting anv- 
thing, though he seemsto have fallen 


* down on the other, for he has learned 


something. .He characterized the posi- 
tion of Daniel Webster on the Constitu- 
tion as ‘utterly unwarranted.” He 
contended that the Constitution was 
merely a compact entered into between 
sovereign States, and that the Govern- 
ment established by that instrument 
was a federal and nota national gov- 
ernment. It left to the States the right 
to resume independence at their pleas- 
ure. The right of secession, he said, 
was ‘‘net mere pretext manufactured by 
the South to suit an occasion,’’ but such 
right ‘‘was parent of the Constitution 
itself.** Such was the Constitution as 
it existed before the war. But the 
country is living at the present time 
under a reconstructed Constitution. 
The war of the Rebellion was not a ‘‘re- 
bellion,’? he thinks, but a_ struggle 
growing out of the construction of the 
Constitution. But in that war the men 
who interpreted the Constitution to 
mean a national instead of a federal 
government won the day, and the Con- 
stitution as they construed it and re- 
wrote it is today the Constitytion ofthe 
country, accepted gs such by the South. 
ern States when they returned to the 
Union. ‘ 
Judge Fenner concludes as follows: 
We live today under a new and differ-. 

ent Constitution, changed by the bloody 
arbitrament of arms—by*he inveterate 
readjudicata gfarar. When the South- 
ern Stdtes renewed their allegiance to 
the Constitution and revntered the Un- 
ion after the war, they ye accepted 
the construction enforced ey the  ric- 


‘self-respect of 


‘tors, and the right of secession was un- 
conditionally surrendered as if an ex- 
press amendment had been passed to 
thateffect. If any man should be rash 
enough to claim thata State had the 
right today to secede from the Union at 
its pleasure, I should be the first to con- 
demn him. 

The ingeniousness of this argument is 
worthy an astute lawyer. It saves the 
the old-liners, for it 
makes out the States-rights doctrine 
valid in itself; it glorifies the rebels by 
making them patriots, and it accepts 
the inevitable under thé Constitution as 
now ‘‘construed’’ with good grace. If 
there is a weak pointin the argument 
it is in the assumption that might makes 
right, and that a ‘‘construction’’ of the

it, But behind this the ex-rebels can 
take shelter when they wish to pose as 
martyrs as well as patriots.

‘THE GEARY ACT. 


The Last Day on Which Chinese Will Be 
Allowed to Register. 

The Geary Exclusion Act becomes op- 
erative from and after today, and every 
Chinaman who has not complied with 
its requirements, and taken out proper 
registration papers, is subjectto arrest, 
and, after imprisonment, deportation to 
China. Atleast that is the status of 
the case under ordinary circumstances. 
As is well known, however, acting un- 
der the orders of the Six Companies, 
the Chinese have ignored the law, and 
but a very small fraction of the Mon- 
golians have taken out their ‘registra- 
tion papers. The Six Companies, 
backed up by the Chinese government, 
contend thatthe Geary act is uncon- 
stitutional, and it is to have the matter 
passed upon by the Supreme Court that 
the enforcement of the law has been 
postponed. Orders were sent out from 
the Treasury Department on Tuesday 
to collectors of customs and internal 
revenue collectors not to arrest Chinese 
who have not complied with the Geary 
act, until the test case has been “passed 
upon by the Supreme Court, which will 
be onthe 10th. Asthe case now stands 
the Government will be compelled to 
put the law intooperation by force, if 
the Supreme Court rules it constita- 
tional. 

In this city there is no excitement 
whatever among the Chinese, the 
heathens apparently having full confi- 
dence in their leaders to see them 
through any trouble.

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THE MILLER MURDER 


A New Point Brought Out by 
*. the Prosecution. 


~ 


The Testimony of Chief Glass and 
Police Detectives. 


The Finding of the Blood-stained 
Machinist’s Hammer. 


Experiments Made at the Morgue—The 
Head of the Hammer Exactly 
Fitted in the Hole in 
Miller’s Skall. 


It yet remains to be proved’ that G. 
H. Miles murdered his friend and part- 
ner, George Miller, at the Carleton sa- 
loon on the night of May 16, 1891. 
The prosecution seemed to gain but lit- 
tle yesterday in the review of the testi- 
mony which had not already been given 
at the preliminary examination, held at 
the time of the tragedy, but it is very 
evident that they are reserving their 
strongest evidence until the last. In 
the testimony of Chief Glass, however, 
anew feature was developed, which 
bas not heretofore been made known, 
and that was the announcement of the 
finding of a poker chip and a number of 
keys in a drawer behind the bar of the 
saloon, upon which ‘ere blood stains, 
during the day following the night of 
the murder. Inthat same connection 
it will be necessary to establish the fact 
as to whether or, not the stains were 
really from blood, or whether they were 
merely caused ,by oxidization of the 
metal, resulting from exposure tothe 
air and moisture, and such testimony is 
being awaited with interest. 

True to his word of the previous even- 
ing, Judge Smith kept a vigilant eye on 
the proceedings to head off delaying 
arguments and hinderjng passages of 
words between the attorneys. The re- 
sult was that by evening the case had 
progressed far along, with fair pros- 
pects of concluding the taking of testi- 
mony by Saturday night, if not the 
whole case. The usual crowd of spec- 
tators wandered in and out of the court- 
room at intervals thronghout the day, 
and at no time was there a vacant seat 
within or outside the rail. 

MORNING SESSION. 

George Gerkins took the stand shortly 
after the calling of the jury. As he be- 
fore testified, he said he was on 
watch previous to Miles in tending the 
bar. Miller was intoxicated on the day 
of the murder, and went off riding at 
about 10 o’clock. Gerkins was relieved 
’ by Miles inthe early part of the even- 

ing at the bar. He returned later, and 
sat down fora short time to read the 
paper. Miles then asked him to go 
to the natatorium for some change, 
which he did. He lett the place at 
9:80 o’clock, and did not return again 
that night. The news of Miller’s death 
Was not made known to him until the 
following morning. He did not know 
of any hatchets about the premises, but 
thought there was a hammer. This 
was sometimes kept in a closet behind 
the bar, close to the west end. The 
hammer resembled a riveting tool. 

Deputy District Attorney Dupuy here 

called for a package at the clerk’s desk 
and asked the witness if he could iden- 

tify the hammer shown him as that 
kept bebind the bar. 

don’t know. lam not sure, I 
don’t think it is,” replied the witness. 

Milier was in the habit of going into 
the room where the lounge was to sleep 
off his drunken stupor. The door to 
wine room No. 4 was usually kept 
open, and when the witness passed 

through the hallway while yoing tothe 
Natatorium for change he did not 
notice anything out of the wer about 
the rear entrance. 

The witness at first said he did not 
believe there was.a hatchet about the 
place, but upon being shown portions 
of his testimony given at the prelimi- 
wary hearing, changed ‘his mind on 
sross-examination, and said that 
there might have beer a hatchet there. 
Some time during the afternoon Miller 
was seen drinking with a stranger 
whose name he afterward found was 
Nelson. 

Mr. Shinn, after refreshing the wit- 
ness’ memory by frequent quotations 
from thetranscript, finally asking him 
what Miller and Nelson were talking 
about on any of the times they were 

seen together. 

The Court stopped the witness before 
he had answered, saying that the ques- 
tion was incompetent, as the man Nel- 

. $on Was not on trial. 

This line of interrogatories was 
therefore abandoned, and continuing, 
the witness stated that he did not see 
Miller — the latter went back to the 
room. 

Another ‘hammer was then shown 
him, but this also he was not sure of as 
being the one which had been seen 
about the Carleton saloon. 

S. G. Morton of the police force was 
then called. He said that the news of 
the murder was brought to the station 
onthe night of May 16, 1891, bya 
young man named Wooley. He (Mor- 
ton) immediately left for the saloon, in 
company with Officer Maguire and two 
reporters. named Jones. and Miller. 
When he reached the place the party 
repaired tothe rear portion of the sa- 
loon. The door to room 3 being locked, 
Miles ordered Wooley to go back to the 
bar and get the kev to the door. When 
the door was opened Miller was seen 
lying on the lounge on his back, dead. 
The body was still somewhat warm, not 
being yet rigid. Upon examination, an 
ugly wound was found on the dead 
man’s head on, the left side, over and 
back of the ear. The puncture seemed 
_ to have been made with the point ofa 
_pick or riveting hammer. 
doors between rooms 8 and 4 were 
closed. Some one placed a hand upon 
one of these doors and it went open. 
Witness did not know whether it was 
he or Miles who pushed the door open. 
Miles remarked that Miller had been in 
the habit of keeping this entrance 
nailed up. The doors opened into room 
4. A hole was found, where a nail had 
been driven to fasten the doogs. No 
nail, however, was seen anywhere 
around, although a search was made 
for one about the floor of the room. 

Miles and Wooley were placed under 
arrest, and all of the doors of the sa- 
loon were locked and an officer left in 
charge. Returning later to the saloon 
the witness made a search of the entire 
premises, and looked around the rear 
entrance for tracks. The hammer was 
finally found. If Miles manifested sur- 
prise when the double doors were pushed 
open it was not noticed. The body of 
Miller was searched, but. nothing ee | 
value was found on it. There was no 
watch in the pocket. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

W. W. Freeman took the witness 
Stand at 2 o’clock, when the afternoon 
session of the trial was begun. He had 
been playing billiards at the Carlton 
during the evening of the murder, and 
was in. the rear of the building when 
Wooley went back to wake up Miller.

room 8, but it was mot opened. After 


Wooley got inside the witness saw him 


‘| shake Miller. The former then went to 


the bar and told Miles that Miller was 
dead. Miles uttered an exclamation at 
the news and turned his face away. 
Freeman and his friends then went out 
and across the street. 

The defense did not cross-examine 
this witness, and he was excused shortly 
after ward. 

William” B. Johnson was a special 
police officer when the murder occurred. 
He testified that he had, on the day fol- 
lowing the 16th, gone tothe saloon to 
look for traces of the murder or any 
clew that might be sufficient to attach 
suspicion to some one. He,with others, 
went then to the room where Willer’s 

y was found, and looked at the 
lounge and made a search of the apart- 
ment. Thev might have found a loose 
nail on the floor, but if they did he could 
not recallit. From room 3 they went 
to the liquor-room, and there they found 
ahatchet. The tool was a newone and 
evidently had been used but little. 
When they returned to the main room 
in the building the billiard sticks were 
all examined first and the party looked 
through the doors and drawers about 
the bar. Back of some cigar boxes was 
found a-machinist’s hammer. By the 
aid of a glass a small spot on the thick- 
est part of the metal head could be seen 


which resembled blood. When the 
witness reached in to get the tool he 
felt something soft and found that 


there was a cloth over it. The hammer 
was put back where it was found at the 
time, but it was afterward taken to the 
police station. At the morgue the wit- 
ness examined the wounds in Miller's 
head and decided that they might have 
been made by a hammer similar to the 
one which he had found. There were 
two indentations, one round @d the 
other more oblong. The skull was 
broken in the case of both wounds. The 
hammer found in the saloon was tried 
in the holes in the head and found to fit 
the marks. When the hammer was.in 
the wound it fitted so closely as to cause 
the headto move if it was disturbed. 
There was another hammer found 
around or behind the bar besides the 
machinist’s tool. Witness was then 
called upon to identify the second 
hammer, but as he was not certain that 
he was on the spot when it was found 
tthe defense raised objection. 

“Judge Dupuy, you don't intend to 
show that this last hammer was the one 
with which Miller was murdered?’’ in- 
quired the Court, before ruling on the 
objection. 

*‘Most certainly not,’’ was the reply. 

‘*Then it has no bearing in the case,’’ 
continued the Judge. 

“Well, if it please the Court, it does 
have a very material bearing which we 
do not propose to show at this time,’’ 
responded the attorney, whereupon the 
objection was overruled, and the wit- 
ness stated in answer to the question 
that the hammer struck him as being 
similar, if it was not the same one that 
had been found last. 

Chief of Police Glass took the stand 
directly after Capt. Johnson was ex- 
cused. He had been notified of the 
murder at about 4 o'clock on the morn- 
ing after the discovery of the body of 
Miller. In company with several other 
officers he went to the saloon and 
viewed the premises and remains of the 
murdered man. He saw both the ham- 
mers found, and identified both of those 
offered as the ones he had previously 
seen and had in his possession since the 
murder and preliminary examination, 
up to the time of the session of the last 
grand jury. When the Chief first saw 
the machinist’s hammer it had blood 
uponit andthe handle was still moist. 

The hammer last mentioned and the 
drawing of the premises were then of- 
fered in evidence and filed as exhibits 
ofthe people, notwithstanding the ob- 
jection for the defense on the ground of 
incompetency. 

Thé examination of tiie witness then 
continued. Chief Glass further’ stated 
that he was present when the machin- 
ist’s hammer was tried in the wounds in 
Miller's head. Other hammers were 
tried, but the machinist’s was the only 
one that fitted the puncture exactly. 
Some keys were found in a drawer back 
ofthe bar with blood onthemalso. The 
drawer ig which the keys were found 
was an old money till, evidently not in 


daily ose. Inthe drawer was also an 
ivory chip. On this, too, was a spot of 
blood. 


At the conclusion of the direct exam- 
ination Attorney Shinn arose and asked 
that the cross-examination be postponed 
until the skull of Miller was introduced 
and identified, as the defense wished to 
use it in their course of questions. 

‘This was agreed to by the other side, 
and W. H. Auble was then called. 

The detective had gone to the Carle- 
ton saloon after the murder of: Miller 
had been committed. He rem@mbered 
the finding of the hammer by. Officer 
Johnson, There were some spots on 
the hammer head and handle that 
looked like blood. At the undertaker’ 
the witness saw the body of Miller an 
examined the wounds in the head. The 
machinist’s hammer was tried in the 
holes and found to fit exactly. Other 
hammers, he thought, were used also in 
the experimental trials there. 

The defense made ~-a vigorous en- 
deavor to shake the testimony of the 
witness on €ross-examination. To the 
question asto why he did not testify 
regarding the alleged blood stains at 
the preliminary hearing, Mr. Auble 
said he was not asked. 

C. H. Wallin, formerly a _ police. de- 
tective, wWas put on the stand next. 
His evidence was much in the line ofa 
reiteration of the story of the circum- 
stances attending the murder as given 
by witnesses preceding him. He was 
ee after a short cross-examina- 
tion 

Dr. H. Bert Ellis, who made an exam- 
ination of the alleged blood stains on 
the hammer head, testified that after a 
careful analysis of the substance stain- 
ing thehammer he was convinced in 
his own mind thatthe same was pro- 
duced by blood. He described min- 
utely the various processes he had used 
in bringing out the ye of the 
|. stains.

Shortly before noon yesterday the native 
Californian who is accused of having shot 
young Mitchell Pettit, near La Cafada on 
Wednesday, as reportedin these columns 
Thursday morning, and his companion, who 
is said to hailfrom South America, were 
ushered into Justice Lawrence's courtroom 
for preliminary examinatiof#. The news 
of the shooting stirred up considerable ex- 
citement in Pasadena, and the courtroom 
was crowded with interested spectators 
some minutes before the prisoners made 
their appearance in charge of Constable 
Swift. 

A “tougher” appearing pair it would be 
hard to find, if the entire country were in- 
cluded in the search. The head scoundrel 
is a heavy-sct fellow, with a bestial counte. 
Hance, low forehead and long. black hair. 
His right cheek is disfigured by a long scar, 
doubtless received during some drunken 
brawl. His appearanceéndicates that there 
is considerable Indian blood in his veins. 
His companion is a little fellow, with jet- 
black beard. curly hair and a copper-col- 
ored complexion. Utter ignorance is 
stamped on his brow as plainly as on that 
of his vilianous associate, only the stamp 
is of different design. 

Neither of the -prisoners can speak a 
word of English, and an interpreter had to 
be called into service before the examina- 
tion could proceed. A serious snag was 
Struck at the outset when it came to learn. 
ing the name. ofthe big prisoner. Up at 
the Hall ranch, where he has been working 
for some time past, he wasknown as Juau 
Marcus, but on the witness stand he told 
the interpreter his name was Marcus Dal. 
lanline, and such it appears on the com. 
plaint. It took some time longer to ac 
quaint the man with the nature of the 
charge preferred against him—assault with 
an attempt to commit murder—and another 
long lapse of time was occupied in a vain 
attempt to explain to him that he was 
privileged to have a lawyer to conduct his 
case. Even the interpreter’s Spanish was 
Greek to him on this subject, and so the 
Justice, on his own hook, appointed Capt. 
Yocum to detend the prisoner. The attor- 
ney asked for an adjournment before pro. 
ceeding with the case, which request was 
granted. 

At 1:30 o'clock court reconvened. Jus- 
tice Lawrence opened the proceedings by 
stating that he'had assumed the responsi- 
bility of changing the complaint as origi- 
nally drawn up, in view of the fact that the 
interpreter had proven himself incompe- 
tent to serve in that capacity. A new inter- 
preter Was summoned, and, following the 
instructions of His Honor, the examination 
was begun over again. After Marcus had 
once more told the cotirt his name, and 
after he had been informed as to the na- 
ture of the charge preferred against him, 
he pleaded not guiity with the utmost sang 
Jroid. His companion, Lorenzo Martinez, 
Was next put on the stand and informed 
that be was held-as an accessory to the 
shooting, which idea he happily happened 
to grasp in a remarkably short space of 
time. 

At the request of Capt. Yocum, further 
proceedings were postponed until 10 
o'clock this morning, when the prisoners 
will be called upon to give an account of 


the shooting. 


Further developments substantiate the 


~ details of the shooting as priated yester- 


day. The condition of young Pettit, the 
victim of the unprovoked assault, was 
somewhat improved yesterday, and strong 
hopes are entertained of his recovery.

The quarterly meeting of the Board of 
Health was held Thursday in the City Hall, 
Mayor Gaty presiding. Health Officer Dr. 
F. M. Casal, Dr. J. M. McNulty and City 
Engineer lL K. Harrington were present. 
It was decided to select a retuse gcound for 
dumping refuse and to ask the City Council 
to prohibit refuse from being dumped in 
any other place in the city limits. 

The sanitation of the city was carefully 
looked into and reported on, and a gen- 
eral clean-up recommended, it being de- 
cided to have a garbage wagon go around 
and gather up kitchen refuse and offal. A 
resolution was adopted whereby all doctors 
areto be required to observe the law re- 
quiring them to give a monthly statement 
to the city of all births and deaths coming 
under their practice. 

Health Officer Casal's report is interest- 
ing reading in parts. Hesays: ‘For the 
five years ending December, 1892, there 
were nine suicides in Santa Barbara. 
Santa Barbara's mortalitv from suicide is 
thirty per 100,000 per annum, a hicher 
rate than obtains almost anywhere except 
in San Francisco and in Saxony, the center 
of the great suicidigenous area of Europe. 
Among barbarous-peoples, suicide is rare, 
and so the frequency of suicide is some- 
what the measure of adtaficement in civi- 
lization; by this test. we rank high.’ The 
question is open for discussion. 


January, 1893, there were six deaths: 
February, uine; March, ten, and April, 
four, a total of twenty-nine. For the cor- 
responding four months in 1892, there 
was a mortality of sixty-three, Perhaps 
some conclusion can be drawn from these 
figures also.
